Organizations  on  the  Delta  State  Teachers  College  campus  are  unusually 
active.  Students  manifest  great  interest  in  extra-curricular  activities  and  have  made 
their  clubs  profirable.  As  the  college  grows,  new  groups  are  being  formed  and  are 
turning  into  actively  working  organizations. 

During  1936-37,  the  Women's  Athletic  Association  was  organized  under  the 
leadership  of  Miss  Ethel  Cain,  head  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education. 
The  W.  A.  A.  sponsored  a  general  installation  service  of  officers  of  all  organiza- 
tions on  May  10,  1937,  hoping  to  establish  a  precedent  that  may  be  followed  in 
years  to  come. 

The  "M"  Club  was  organized  in  November,  1936,  at  Homecoming  under  the 
sponsorship  of  Coach  A.  D.  Dickson  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Chapman.  Any  boy  who  has 
won  a  letter  in  any  sport  is  eligible  for  membership.  The  club  has  an  actively 
working  alumni. 

Of  the  organizations  the  Delta  Singers  is  perhaps  the  most  widely  known 
because  they  have  traveled  through  several  states  giving  concerts  and  have  given 
numbers  of  broadcasts.  The  Debate  Club  has  won  recognition  for  itself  in  inter- 
collegiate debates  and  through  speech  contests.  Emmie  Lou  Risk,  a  member  of 
the  club,  won  first  place  in  the  State  in  the  Oratorical  Contest  for  Women  held 
at  the  University  of  Mississippi. 

The  work  of  the  Delta  Playhouse  is  showing  steady  improvement  through  the 
years.  Student-directed  plays  are  very  popular.  They  not  only  provide  experience 
in  coaching  but  entertainment  for  members  of  the  student  body.  Each  year  this 
club  sponsors  an  inter-class  one-act  play  tournament  in  which  any  member  of  a 
class  may  participate.  A  great  amount  of  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
tournament  and  the  spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  is  high. 

The  work  of  the  church  organizations  and  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  tends  to  uphold  the 
standard  of  student  morals.  Their  activities  are  closely  associated  with  those  of 
the  student  government  bodies  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  students  live  happily 
and  pleasantly  at  Delta  State.
